FIVE  years  ago  the  citizens  of  Berkeley  voted  a  large  sum  of  money 
to  purchase  additional  land  for  the  Berkeley  High  School  and  to 
erect  an  Academic  Building  and  a  Gymnasium.    It  was  expected 
that  more  money  would  be  voted  soon  to  construct  the  other  units 
of  a  complete  high  school  plant.   At  the  present  time  the  new  buildings 
are  already  over-crowded  and  all  of  the  old  ones  are  still  in  use. 

During  these  five  years  the  school  has  grown  from  an  enrollment 
of  less  than  a  1000  to  over  2100,  and  a  conservative  estimate,  based  on 
present  attendance  and  the  number  of  those  who  are  coming  in  from 
the  High  Ninth  grades  of  the  Junior  High  Schools,  places  the  probable 
enrollment  for  next  semester  at  2500.  The  present  rooms  are  over- 
crowded and  the  teachers  are  carrying  more  than  the  normal  number  of 
classes.  For  over  four  years  it  has  not  been  possible  to  bring  the  whole 
student-body  together  in  one  assembly.  Our  crowded  condition  has  at 
last  attracted  sufficient  attention  to  start  a  movement  to  ask  for  enough 
money  to  complete  the  plant.  This  gives  every  Berkeley  High  School 
student  an  opportunity  to  do  something  definite  for  his  school. 

The  people  of  Berkeley  have  always  shown  a  willingness  to  provide 
for  the  needs  of  their  schools  when  they  know  them,  but  it  is  hard  to  get 
exact  information  to  them.  If  every  student  of  the  High  School  will 
take  the  trouble  to  make  himself  personally  familiar  with  the  actual 
needs  of  the  school  and  report  them  to  his  parents  and  friends  the  people 
will  soon  be  informed. 

A  cause  of  this  kind  cannot  be  helped  by  emotional  appeals.  It  . 
should  be  put  up  to  the  people  as  a  strictly  business  proposition.  We 
are  not  asking  for  luxurious  buildings  just  to  make  an  attractive  display 
of  civic  pride.  We  need  rooms  and  buildings  in  which  to  instruct  stu- 
dents who  are  already  here  to  be  taught.  You  who  are  here  now,  enjoy- 
ing the  things  which  previous  students  have  helped  to  acquire,  should 
show  your  appreciation  by  helping  in  turn  to  acquire  the  things  which  are 
still  needed  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  are  on  the  way.  Each  genera- 
tion of  students,  having  better  facilities  to  work  with,  should  be  able 
to  accomplish  more  themselves  and  leave  a  better  heritage  for  those 
who  follow.

HE  June  Class  of  1924  is  the  largest  class  in  history  to  graduate 
from  Berkeley  High. 


jg^  It  was  in  August,  1921,  that  this  class  first  stepped  into  the  halls 
of  Berkeley  High,  the  last  class  to  enter  the  old  Grove  Street 
building.  Those  first  days  were  bewildering.  The  girls  were  all  cautioned 
not  to  go  up  the  fire-escape  stairs  leading  from  the  court  to  the  second 
story  of  the  Grove  Street  building,  unless  they  wished  to  be  "razzed." 
Neither  could  the  innocent  scrubs  rest  upon  the  Senior  Bench  that  stood 
in  the  court,  for  this  was  for  high  and  mighty  seniors  only.  However,  Old 
Clothes  Day  broke  the  shyness  that  all  tried  to  hide,  for  no  one  could 
tell  just  who  were  seniors,  who  were  middlers,  and  who  were  scrubs. 

Some  of  the  class  took  part  in  the  first  \'audeville,  but  many  w^ho 
didn't  resolved  to  work  extra  hard  and  help  make  the  next  Vaudevilles 
even  more  successful  than  those  of  the  past. 

It  was  in  the  low  middler  year  that  the  Berkeley  High  football  team 
met  Bakersfield  for  the  State  Championship  title.  Xed  Green,  the  class 
president,  represented  the  class  on  the  team,  most  of  the  players  being 
seniors.  In  the  senior  year  the  football  team  did  not  go  so  far  in  the 
C.  I.  F.  but  more  seniors  were  on  the  team. 

The  State  Championship  in  basketball  came  to  Berkeley  when  the 
June  1924  class  were  high  seniors.  Four  of  the  nine  who  went  to  Fresno 
were  members  of  the  graduating  class:  Peterson,  Walters.  ^latta,  and 
]\IcKenney.  Everyone  rejoiced  that  the  class  could  help  bring  a  State 
Championship  to  Berkeley  High. 

This  year  Berkeley  High  won  the  State  T\q3ing  Contest.  Irving 
Krick,  a  member  of  the  senior  class,  won  the  Tupper  Trophy.  This 
trophy  will  be  kept  by  Berkeley  High  as  this  is  the  third  year  of  winning. 

This  term  the  class  has  tried  doubly  hard  to  show  an  appreciation 
for  all  that  Berkeley  High  has  done  for  its  members.  On  Senior  Labor 
Day  the  high  seniors  accomplished  the  huge  task  of  planting  English  ivy 
all  the  way  around  the  Athletic  Field,  besides  doing  the  usual  weed- 
digging  that  has  been  the  custom  each  Senior  Labor  Day. 

The  Senior  Play  this  term,  "Disraeli,"  was  a  most  difficult  one  to 
present.  It  required  special  dramatic  ability,  which  the  class  certainly 
possesses,  and  the  play  was  a  huge  success. 

As  graduation  draws  near  the  boys  and  girls  begin  to  wonder  just 
what  it  will  feel  like  to  go  out  into  the  world,  to  college,  or  right  into 
business. 

Although  all  high  school  students  long  to  be  seniors  each  member  of 
the  class  now  puts  away  the  thought  that,  as  a  class,  the  happy  days  at 
Berkeley  High  are  drawing  to  a  close.

THE  Park  Department  this  past  term  planned  and  executed  a  tre- 
mendous amount  of  good  work. 
At  the  beginning  of  the  semester  the  Department  had  on  its 
hands  the  task  of  caring  for  the  shrubs  which  were  planted  a  year 
ago  by  the  Park  Department  of  that  term. 

The  officers  of  the  organization  are  to  be  commended  for  keeping 
up  the  good  work  started  by  others,  but  even  more  than  this  for  the  way 
in  which  they  enlarged  upon  this  work. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  term  the  following  members  were  chosen 
for  the  Park  Commission:  Edith  Clymer,  Paul  Clymer,  Jack  Chance, 
Esther  Cox  and  Roger  Rhoades,  with  Jerry  Chambers  as  superintendent 
and  Kendric  IMorrish  assistant  superintendent. 

A  new  plan  was  started,  and  proved  to  be  a  great  success.  This 
plan  called  for  the  dividing  up  of  the  athletic  field  into  ten  plots.  Each 
plot  was  assigned  to  a  civics  class,  and  it  was  the  duty  of  that  class  to 
keep  the  plot  in  the  best  possible  condition,  free  from  all  weeds,  and  to 
keep  the  shrubs  in  a  healthy  condition.  To  create  a  spirit  of  competi- 
tion among  the  various  classes,  the  park  commission  inspected  the  plots 
regularly,  so  as  to  give  some  sort  of  award  to  the  civics  class  which  kept 
its  plot  in  the  best  condition. 

To  add  to  the  good  work  developed  by  this  plan,  Senior  Labor  Day 
was  devoted  to  planting  ivy  around  the  fence  of  the  athletic  field.  The 
ivy  will  grow  and  form  an  effective  screen  in  about  two  years.  The 
planting  of  the  ivy  was  supervised  by  Mr.  Taylor  of  the  Botany  Depart- 
ment. 

The  Park  Departments  have  always  stood  for  the  betterment  of 
the  school  surroundings,  and  this  year,  the  organization,  under  the 
leadership  of  Miss  Diment  and  Miss  Wheeler,  lived  up  to  the  precedent 
of  good  work  in  every  way. 


UNDER  the  leadership  of  Horace  Byers,  the  Forum  enjoyed  one 
of  the  most  successful  terms  of  its  career.   With  the  majority 
of  its  members  High  Seniors,  a  high  standard  of  debating  ex- 
cellence was  maintained  throughout  the  term,  culminating  in 
the  winning  of  a  place  in  the  Tri-City  League  Silver  Trophy  Contest. 
This  event  will  terminate  the  debating  year  and  is  now  being  awaited 
with  much  enthusiasm. 

Co-operating  with  the  president  in  the  achieving  of  this  excellent 
record  were  La  Vona  Pritchard,  Commissioner  of  Programs;  Raymond 
Anderson,  Commission  of  Records;  Wright  Morton,  Commissioner  of 
Publicity;  Mrs.  Livingston,  Faculty  Adviser.  To  offset  the  loss  of  mem- 
bership that  would  occur  with  the  graduation  of  the  High  Seniors,  a 
special  tryout  for  places  in  the  club  was  held  during  the  month  of  April, 
which  was  responded  to  with  remarkable  enthusiasm.  The  Forum  will, 
therefore,  be  able  to  start  out  at  the  beginning  of  next  term  with  a  full 
membership. 

The  Tri-City  Debating  League  record  for  the  year  was  as  follows: 
Berkeley,  first,  with  four  victorious  debates  and  twelve  decisions;  Uni- 
versity, second,  with  three  victories  and  ten  decisions;  Fremont,  third, 
with  three  victories  and  eight  decisions;  Oakland,  fourth,  with  two 
victories  and  six  decisions.  The  following  students  participated  in  the 
League  debates:  Raymond  Anderson,  Eleanor  Chamberlain,  Eleanor 
Noteware,  Ralph  Pease,  La  Vona  Pritchard,  John  Reese,  and  Sanborn 
Smith.  The  distinction  of  serving  on  the  championship  team  which 
meets  University  High  for  the  League  silver  cup  has  been  awarded  to 
La  Vona  Pritchard  and  John  Reese. 


As  springtime  has  always  been  the  poet's  inspiration,  it  is  not  sur- 
prising that  the  Poetry  Club  during  this  semester  should  show  a  vigor 
unprecedented  in  its  history.  The  original  poems  appearing  weekly  on 
the  bulletin  board  in  the  main  hall  attracted  the  admiring  attention  of 
the  whole  school.  A  booklet  of  poems  composed  by  the  members  of  the 
club  was  placed  in  the  Educational  Exhibition  at  Haviland  Hall. 

In  accordance  with  the  usual  custom,  a  poetry  contest  was  an- 
nounced for  the  budding  geniuses  of  the  school.  About  fifty  poems 
were  submitted,  from  the  pens  of  thirty  aspiring  poets.  The  work  was 
of  an  unusually  high  grade  and  the  judges  found  it  a  very  difficult  task 
to  select  the  best  poem  since  all  were  so  worthy.  The  judges  finally 
decided  that  "Art"  by  Iwai  Kawakami  was  the  most  worthy  of  being 
considered  the  prize  poem.  The  poem  to  be  given  first  honorable  men- 
tion was  'Tn  Prison:  A  Cycle  of  Sonnets",  by  Roderick  Lull.  Second 
honorable  mention  was  given  to  "The  Death  of  Love",  by  Junior  King. 
The  Berkeley  High  Poetry  Club  may  well  be  proud  of  these  poems. 

On  all  sides  an  increase  in  interest  has  been  apparent,  and  the  time 
may  not  be  far  distant  when  Berkeley  High  may  become  a  real  nest  of 
singing-birds,  as  was  Shakespeare's  England.

There  have  been  only  a  few 
rallies  this  term,  if  one  considers 
a  gathering  called  especially  for 
that  purpose  a  rally,  but  during 
the  singing  assemblies,  on  several 
occasions,  Kysh  has  rekindled  the 
good  old  B.  H.  S.  spirit. 

A  rally  in  the  form  of  a  din- 
ner was  given  by  the  Hi  Y  Club 
for  the  basketball  team  at  the  beginning  of  the  semester. 

The  Boys'  Dinner  this  term  took  the  form  of  a  Spring  Sports  Rally. 
All  the  Spring  sports  were  represented  by  the  various  captains  and 
coaches. 

Just  before  the  basketball  team  went  south  a  rally  was  held  to 
send  the  boys  off  to  fight  for  the  state  championship.  For  the  first  time 
in  twelve  years  the  basketball  team  returned  with  the  basketball  cham- 
pionship of  the  state  of  California! 

If  any  pessimist  that  said  the  school  spirit  was  dying  out  could 
have  heard  the  noise,  and  could  have  seen  the  rally  with  which  the 
basketball  team  was  welcomed  home,  he  would  have  been  very  much 
disillusioned. 

In  closing,  let  it  be  known,  that  the  general  opinion  of  the  school  is 
that  never  before  has  the  spirit  and  interest  in  activities  during  a  Spring 
semester  been  raised  to,  and  kept  at,  such  a  high  pitch.

BUT  the  rain  refused  to  obey,  so  the  two  huge  signs  made  by  the 
Improvement  Committee,  and  the  eucalyptus  boughs,  and  punch 
tables  were  taken  from  the  roof  garden  to  the  South  Gym, 
where  the  girls  "tripped  the  light  fantastic"  in  tennis  slippers.

At  the  same  time  these  very  events  were  prettily  dramatized  by  a 
talented  group  of  girls.  After  receiving  a  lollipop  tied  with  red  and  gold 
cords  each  Scrub  was  accompanied  by  her  Senior  to  the  Gym  where  the 
rest  of  the  afternoon  was  spent  in  dancing,  getting  acquainted,  and 
drinking  punch  which  was  served  by  the  Social  Committee. 


THE  fifth  California  State  School  Typing  Contest  was  held  in  the 
San  Francisco  Civic  Auditorium,  April  12,  1924.  Two  hundred 
and  ten  students  took  part  in  this  contest.  Berkeley  High 
entered  six  students  and  returned  home  with  three  trophies.  For 
the  past  three  years  Berkeley  High  has  led  all  the  schools  of  the  state  in 
the  honors  won.  No  other  school  has  ever  won  more  than  one  trophy  in 
one  year,  whereas  Berkeley  won  the  first  four  places  in  1922,  three 
trophies  in  1923,  and  three  trophies  in  1924. 

Irving  Krick  won  the  Tupper  trophy  this  year.  Therefore  it  now 
becomes  the  permanent  possession  of  B.  H.  S.,  having  been  won  three 
consecutive  times.  Helen  Beaumont  won  it  in  1922,  and  Zilpha  Mus- 
grave  in  1923.  In  addition  Irving  Krick  received  a  gold  medal  and 
the  One  Minute  Novice  Cup,  writing  ninety-seven  words  perfect. 

Zilpha  Musgrave  won  the  Second  Year  Minute  Cup  with  a  record 
of  one  hundred  and  twenty  words. 

Lorne  Matteson  won  third  place  in  the  Novice  Contest  for  which 
he  was  awarded  a  bronze  medal. 

The  other  members  of  the  team  who  also  did  exceptional  work 
were  Norine  Spillman,  Stewart  Patterson  and  Benjamin  Fabrega. 


A CONSTELLATION  of  ten  stars  of  the  first  magnitude  and  eleven 
lesser  satellites  illuminated  the  stage  of  Berkeley  High  School 
on  Twelfth  Night,  better  known  in  our  calendar  as  Friday  even- 
ing, the  twenty-fifth  day  of  April,  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty- 
four. 

"Twelfth  Night"  is  an  unusual  play  because  it  has  no  hero  and  it 
has  no  villain,  but  it  has  Malvolio  who  was  probably  more  interesting  to 
Mr.  Shakespeare  than  the  story  of  the  shipwrecked  twins,  or  the  love- 
lorn duke.  Stephen  Lehmer  achieved  the  distinction  of  making  Mal- 
volio a  likable  person  in  spite  of  his  overwhelming  egotism.  He  played 
the  role  with  dignity  and  inimitable  humor. 

James  Coleman  was  Sir  Toby  to  the  life,  irrepressible  and  irresis- 
tible. His  rotund  form,  his  velvet  cloak  and  sturdy  boots  will  be  re- 
membered along  with  his  contagious  chuckle.  Mario  Margutti  made 
Sir  Andrew,  who  is  Toby's  echo,  a  perfect  foil  for  the  intrigues  of  that 
jovial  gentleman. 

Wentworth  Green  played  Feste,  the  fool  of  poetic  sentiment  and 
penetrating  wit,  by  far  the  most  difficult  part  in  the  play.  His  interpre- 
tation was  marked  throughout  by  finished  acting  and  fine  understanding 
of  dramatic  values. 

Ralph  Pease  was  convincing  as  the  Duke,  courtly  in  bearing  and 
earnest  in  speech.  No  higher  praise  could  be  given  Carlton  Bioletti 
than  this,  that  his  Sebastian  was  worthy  to  be  a  brother  to  Viola,  of  the 
same  temper  and  temperament.    And  w^ho  will  forget  the  stalwart 


figure,  the  loyal  friendship  and  the  alarming  sword-play  of  that  notable 
pirate,  Antonio,  in  the  person  of  Richard  Newmeyer? 

If  there  is  no  hero  in  ''Twelfth  Night",  it  is  safe  to  say  that  there 
are  two  heroines,  or  perhaps  even  three.  Gladys  Cooper  made  a  strong 
dramatic  appeal  in  the  role  of  Olivia.  She  was  particularly  successful  in 
sustaining  the  passionate,  though  repressed,  affection  for  the  youth 
Cesario.  La  Vona  Pritchard  was  an  engaging  Viola,  wistful  or  merry 
according  to  her  mood,  with  buoyant  spirit  and  fine  courage  in  the  face 
of  any  situation  in  which  she  found  herself. 

Last,  but  indeed  not  least,  there  was  Frances  Warnecke  who  played 
Maria,  a  queen  of  mischief  and  a  match  for  the  redoubtable  Sir  Toby 
in  the  art  of  teasing  and  in  exuberant  good  humor. 

The  remaining  members  of  the  cast  scintillated,  each  in  his  own 
small  sphere,  so  that  the  total  effect  of  the  play  was  marked  by  uniform 
excellence.  Settings  and  costumes  were  equally  important  in  conveying 
this  impression.  Everything  conspired  to  make  this  country  of  Illyria, 
like  the  forest  of  Arden,  a  land  of  imagination,  adventure,  and  romance. 
From  the  first  appearance  of  the  gay  little  bark  through  the  window  of 
the  Duke's  palace  until  Sebastian  was  reunited  with  Viola  in  Ohvia's 
garden  of  enchantment,  nothing  tended  to  break  the  illusion.  Never 
did  scene  shifter  shift  so  dexterously,  and  never  did  so  many  scenes 
grow  so  gracefully  out  of  one  background.

The  opening  selection  by  the  High  School  Orchestra,  Bizet's 
March — Carmen,  was  quite  in  keeping  with  the  cheerful  and 
attractive  programs. 

The  Auditorium  was  darkened,  the  curtains  slowly  parted,  and 
behold!  the  audience  was  swiftly  transported  to  dreamy,  far  away 
China,  to  "An  Evening  in  Chingtu."  The  enthroned  Buddha  seemed 
to  enjoy  the  delightful  music  and  dancing  of  Yo-san  ( Eileen  ]McCall,  the 
originator  of  the  skit)  and  Princess  Yoy  (Jeannette  IvIcCall).  Chong 
(Merrick  Bryant )  surprised  everyone  with  some  very  modern,  snappy 
steps. 

"Flap-Jacks'',  a  thrilling  acrobatic  act,  by  Stuart  Hight,  was 
quite  like  its  namesake,  the  camping  delicacy,  in  that  both  are  very  much 
"up  in  the  air''. 

An  entirely  "different"  offering  was  "Mystic  Manifestations",  pre- 
sented by  Raymond  Anderson.  The  Professor's  sleight  of  hand  tricks 
were  quite  puzzling  to  the  interested  audience. 

The  Boys'  Glee  Club  in  "Roughing  It"  scenes  way  off  in  the  moun- 
tains, entertained  with  some  "Lumberjack  Lyrics."  An  extremely  novel 
idea  was  introduced,  when  the  boys  "tuned  in"  on  the  radio  and  got 
Oakland  while  the  audience  was  entertained  with  a  duet,  "Roses  of 
Picardy",  sung  by  Leslie  L^nruh  and  Willard  Brunk. 


During  the  intermission  the  orchestra  played  "Le  Fete  de  Seville", 
by  Marchetti. 

"Oh,  Doctor!  Doctor!",  a  highly  amusing  burlesque,  managed  by 
Fred  Da  Mert,  showed  some  excellent  dramatic  talent.  "Little  Oldjer- 
nose.  The  Spirit  of  the  Sleeping  Powders"  (Harold  McGraw)  charmed 
everyone  with  a  graceful  balloon  dance.  One  felt  mighty  sorry  for  the 
patient,  Mr.  I.  M.  Sick  (Fred  Da  Mert)  if  Jefferson  Exit-dust  Poin- 
dexter,  Esq.  Col.,  the  colored  janitor  (John  Lees)  was  right  and  it 
really  was  sixteen  stories  to  the  ground. 

"Saxo  Symphonists,"  by  Bayard  Rucker,  was  all  that  the  name 
implies,  real  music  by  past  artists  at  syncopation.  The  solo,  "Love 
Sends  a  Little  Gift  of  Roses,"  played  by  George  Smith,  made  one  won- 
der why  a  saxophone  has  been  called  the  "vile  squeaking  of  a  wry-necked 
fife." 

"Bits  That  Fit,"  by  Mildred  Schieck  and  Valerie  Quandt,  certainly 
fit  to  a  T  (T  standing  for  Terpsichore).  A  quaint  little  Chinese  maid 
(Elaine  Douglass)  gave  the  prologue.  Helen  Morse  as  "A  Dresden 
Doll"  danced  very  beautifully.  "A  Different  Duet,"  with  Marian 
Mortimer  and  Esther  Cox,  combined  singing  and  waltzing  most  effec- 
tively. In  "Whirls  of  Old  Seville",  two  distinct  types  of  Spanish  danc- 
ing were  presented.  Mildred  Schieck  skillfully  manipulated  the  tam- 
bourine and  Valerie  Quandt,  the  castanets.  The  jazzy  little  "Pepper 
Steppers"  (Alice  Rodenberger  and  Marguerite  Farrar)  closed  this 
novelty  act. 

In  "Maids,  Modes  and  Manners,"  the  Girls'  Glee  Club  skit, 
Madame  Grundy  (Jessie  Huey)  begged  the  witch  (Leslie  Wellard)  to 
recall  some  fashions  of  bygone  days  which  might  help  her  to  design 
something  new  in  costumes.  Colonial  dames  with  their  courtly  part- 
ners danced  the  minuet;  pantalettes,  top-hats,  and  walking  sticks  were 
next  in  order  but  these  did  not  satisfy — something  a  httle  more  modern 
was  wanted.  The  screamingly  funny  styles  of  the  Nineteenth  century, 
though  more  modern,  were  still  horribly  old-fashioned,  so  when  the 
Twentieth  Century  girls  in  dashing  sport  outfits  and  dainty  party 
dresses  appeared,  Madame  Grundy  decided  that  the  present  fashions 
could  not  be  improved.  However,  filled  with  curiosity  for  what  the 
future  would  dispay,  Madame  Grundy,  with  the  aid  of  the  Witch's  wand 
and  caldron,  called  forth  some  ultra-modern  styles.  Can  it  be  possible 
that  boys  will  be  carrying  compacts  soon  and  girls  will  be  positively 
mannish?

The  orchestra  played  "The  Ameer"  by  Herbert  for  the  exit  march. 

The  able  work  of  others  besides  the  performers  helped  to  make  the 
performance  successful.  The  faculty  advisers;  the  orchestra,  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  Rosebrook;  the  general  manager,  Horace  Byers;  the 
stage  manager,  Edward  Norton;  the  property  manager,  James  Brasfied; 
and  the  electrician,  Hugh  Hyde,  all  united  in  making  the  production  the 
complete  success  that  it  was.

The  Season 


"ITH  only  two  veterans  left  from  last  year's  team,  prospects 
for  a  winning  basketball  team  did  not  look  very  promising 
at  the  beginning  of  the  season,  but  several  men  turned  out 
for  basketball  who  had  not  played  for  the  Red  and  Gold 
before  and  who  proved  themselves  to  be  nothing  less  than  stars. 

The  developing  of  this  material  into  a  well-rounded  team  was 
largely  due  to  the  efforts  of  Coach  Hole.  Out  of  a  group  of  players 
that  had  never  played  together  before  he  was  able  to  develop  a  fast- 
working  combination.  The  results  of  his  training  were  evidenced  in 
every  game  the  Yellowjackets  played  this  season  from  the  very  first 
practice  game  to  the  final  state  contest. 

This  year  the  team  won  for  Berkeley  an  honor  which  had  not  been 
enjoyed  since  1912  and  1913.  This  honor  was  the  state  championship 
title,  the  highest  honor  that  could  possibly  be  won  by  any  high  school 
team  in  the  state  of  California.  It  merely  means  that  of  all  the  large 
number  of  high  schools  in  the  C.  I.  F.  Berkeley  High's  basketball  team 
is  the  best. 

Never  before  in  the  history  of  Berkeley  High  did  basketball  receive 
such  support  from  the  student  body  as  this  year,  and  this  is  largely 
responsible  for  the  success  of  the  team.  Over  a  hundred  Berkeley  High 
students  were  on  hand  to  cheer  the  Yellowjackets  on  to  victory  in  the 
final  state  game  played  at  Fresno. 

Not  only  in  the  final  games,  but  in  all  the  preliminary  games 
throughout  the  season,  loyal  support  was  given  by  the  students.  Espec- 
ially was  this  noticeable  among  the  girls,  who  took  as  great  an  interest 
in  the  team  as  the  boys.  Coach  Hole  and  the  members  of  the  team 
attribute  most  of  their  success  to  the  student  body,  but  it  is  generally 
believed  that  they  themselves  are  largely  responsible. 

Individuals 

The  man  who  had  the  most  to  do  with  the  success  of  this  year's 
team  is  Coach  Hole.  Berkeley  High  can  well  be  proud  of  such  a  coach, 
for  he  had  his  men  so  well  trained  that  when  they  were  pitted  against 
a  powerful  team  like  Fresno,  they  were  able  to  come  out  on  top,  showing 
superior  head-work  and  team-work,  although  their  opponents  were  all 
experienced  basketball  stars. 

To  Captain  Ralph  Dougery  goes  the  honor  of  being  captain  of  the 


state  championship  basketball  team  as  well  as  being  one  of  the  most 
valuable  men  on  the  team.  His  experience  and  natural  leadership  made 
him  stand  out  as  one  of  the  best  basketball  captains  Berkeley  High  has 
ever  had.  He  will  have  been  graduated  before  next  season  comes 
around. 

No  man  on  this  year's  team  was  more  valuable  than  Roger  Sears 
who  played  a  hard  and  fast  game  at  forward.  His  ability  to  land  the 
ball  through  the  basket  and  his  speedy  floor-work  have  won  for  him  the 
recognition  of  sport  critics  throughout  the  state  as  the  best  high  school 
forward  in  the  state.    He  will  not  be  in  high  school  next  year. 

Lloyd  Walters,  a  forward  who  was  later  shifted  to  a  guard  position, 
proved  to  be  one  of  the  hardest-fighting,  fastest  men  on  the  team.  His 
close  guarding  on  the  defense  together  with  his  speed  and  clever  floor- 
work  on  the  offense  made  him  a  valuable  member  of  the  team.  He 
leaves  high  school  this  year. 

Playing  his  second  year  at  center,  Basil  ("Swede")  Peterson  was  a 
dangerous  man  to  his  opponents.  He  was  nearly  always  able  to  take 
advantage  of  the  ball  on  the  tip-off  and  had  a  good  eye  for  shooting 
baskets.    He  is  lost  to  next  year's  team. 

Eldred  ("Tubby")  Cooney  played  for  the  Red  and  Gold  for  the 
first  time  this  season.  As  a  standing  guard  he  proved  to  be  a  hard  man 
for  his  opponents  to  dodge.  He  played  so  well  this  season  that  he  has 
been  chosen  to  serve  as  captain  of  next  year's  team. 

Leland  West  alternated  with  Cooney  as  standing  guard  and  in  that 


position  showed  that  he  could  be  classed  among  the  best  guards  in  the 
C.  I.  F.    His  loss  will  be  badly  felt  next  season. 

At  the  center  position  Mariel  Torson  was  always  able  to  take  Peter- 
son's place  when  needed.  It  was  often  hard  to  judge  which  was  the 
better  of  the  two.    He  will  be  graduated  before  next  season. 

Bob  Matta,  a  forward,  was  one  of  the  speediest  men  on  the  team. 
His  lack  of  weight  and  height  proved  to  be  somewhat  of  a  handicap  for 
him.    Matta  is  a  Senior. 

Charhe  McKenny,  another  forward,  was  one  of  the  hardest  fighting 
men  on  the  squad.    He  is  also  a  Senior. 

Jack  iNIurphy,  Ken  Beebe  and  Wade  Williams  are  three  players 
who  showed  up  well  this  season  and  will  again  play  for  Berkeley  in 
1925.  Although  these  men  did  not  play  in  every  game,  they  were  of 
great  value  to  the  team. 

Wade  Williams  acted  in  the  capacity  of  manager  and,  because  of 
the  hard  work  he  performed  in  his  position,  deserves  mention  here.  A 
manager  as  good  as  Williams  would  be  hard  to  find. 

THE  GAMES 

Berkeley  28 — Alumni  12 

In  their  first  game  of  the  season,  the  Yellowjackets  showed  speed 
and  team-work,  defeating  their  opponents,  the  Alumni,  by  a  28  to  12 
count.  Berkeley  started  the  game  off  by  scoring  three  field  goals  before 
their  older  opponents  knew  what  was  happening  and  thus  established 
for  themselves  a  substantial  lead  which  they  kept  for  the  remainder  of 
the  game. 

Berkeley  18 — Fremont  14 

Berkeley's  team  did  not  play  what  could  be  considered  their  best  in 
this  game.  The  fact  that  the  contest  was  played  on  a  strange  court 
accounts  for  the  poor  showing. 

Berkeley  18 — Piedmont  7 

An  18  to  7  victory  was  the  result  of  Berkeley's  first  league  game  of 
the  season  with  Piedmont  High.  The  speed  and  team-work  of  the 
Yellowjackets  were  the  outstanding  features  of  the  contest.  Berkeley 
outplayed  the  Highlanders  in  every  department  of  the  game. 

Berkeley  15— S.  F.  Poly  19 
Berkeley  met  its  first  defeat  of  the  season  at  the  hands  of  the  fast 
Polytechnic  High  cagers  of  San  Francisco.    The  winners  were  able  to 
penetrate  the  Yellowjackets'  defense  by  the  use  of  fast  passes. 

BerK^eley  42 — Hayward  16 
In  a  league  game  with  Berkeley,  the  Hayward  cagers  met  defeat, 


42  to  16.  As  the  score  would  indicate,  the  game  was  a  walkover  for  the 
Red  and  Gold. 

Berkeley  21 — California  Frosh  20 
This  game  was  one  of  the  most  exciting  of  the  season  and  clearly 
showed  the  strength  of  Berkeley's  team.    The  Freshmen  tried  hard  in 
the  last  few  minutes  of  the  game  to  score  the  winning  goal,  but  Berke- 
ley's defense  prevented  it. 

Berkeley  26 — University  High  6 
In  this  game  the  strength  of  Berkeley's  wealth  of  reserve  material 
was  shown  when  the  substitutes  scored  extensively  against  the  Oak- 
landers.    Although  the  Yellowjackets  were  only  four  points  in  the  lead 
at  half  time,  they  found  little  difficulty  in  piling  up  a  large  score. 

Berkeley  24 — Piedmont  26 

Piedmont  tied  Berkeley  for  A.  C.  A.  L.  honors  in  this  game  which 
was  won  by  the  Highlanders  after  three  extra  five-minute  periods  to  play 
off  resulting  ties.  The  defeat  came  as  a  surprise,  as  the  Yellowjackets 
were  thought  to  be  able  to  win  easily  over  Piedmont.  Berkeley  was  lead- 
ing, 14  to  4,  at  half  time,  but  before  the  second  half  had  ended,  Piedmont 
by  a  series  of  long  shots  tied  the  score  and  finally  came  out  on  top  at  the 
end  of  the  three  five-minute  periods. 

Berkeley  7 — Stanford  Freshmen  23 
Playing  on  a  strange  court  at  Stanford  University,  Berkeley  was 
unable  to  land  the  ball  through  the  hoop  although  on  many  occasions 
there  were  excellent  opportunities  to  score. 

Berkeley  33 — Hay  ward  13 

In  this  contest,  played  in  the  Hayward  gymnasium,  Berkeley,  as 
before,  handed  the  Hayward  outfit  a  severe  lacing.  By  this  defeat. 
Hayward  was  eliminated  from  the  race  for  the  state  title.  Captain 
Dougery  played  a  good  game  for  Berkeley,  being  responsible  for  a  large 
number  of  points  scored  by  the  Yellowjackets. 

Berkeley  16 — Piedmont  13 

Berkeley  High  won  the  championship  of  the  A.  C.  A.  L.  by  defeat- 
ing Piedmont  in  this  contest.  The  game  was  the  closest  played  by  the 
locals  up  to  that  time.  Berkeley's  powerful  defense  was  the  outstand- 
ing feature  of  the  game.  The  close  guarding  by  Walters  and  Dougery 
kept  Piedmont  from  scoring  many  goals. 

During  the  last  few  moments  of  the  game.  Piedmont  made  a  final 
desperate  effort  to  rally  and  tie  the  score,  but  the  Yellowjackets  man- 
aged to  prevent  any  further  scoring. 


Berkeley  24 — Livermore  18 
Livermore  gave  the  Yellowjackets  a  hard  fight,  but  Berkeley's 
strong  defense  kept  them  from  scoring  to  any  great  extent.  Neither 
team  played  a  very  brilliant  game,  although  the  contest  had  its  exciting 
moments.  In  the  last  few  minutes  Livermore  staged  a  small  rally  and 
came  close  to  tying  the  score. 

Berkeley  20— St.  Mary's  5 
The  game,  played  in  the  St.  Mary's  gymnasium,  was  an  easy  victory 
for  the  Yellowjackets,  as  the  score  would  indicate.    Coach  Hole  played 
practically  his  entire  squad  in  this  game,  and  the  reserves  showed  up 
well. 

Berkeley  24 — Oakland  Tech  17 

The  Tech  game  was  a  well-contested  one.  Berkeley  went  far  into 
the  lead  at  the  beginning  of  the  contest,  and,  having  scored  several  bas- 
kets, the  Yellowjackets  found  themselves  on  the  long  end  of  an  18  to  7 
score  at  half  time.  In  the  second  half  Tech's  Bulldogs  came  back 
strong  and  by  a  series  of  fast  plays  scored  a  number  of  field  goals  until 
at  the  end  of  the  game  they  were  only  seven  points  behind  the  Yellow- 
jackets. 

Berkeley  14 — Livermore  15 

In  this,  the  second  game  with  Livermore,  the  Yellowjackets,  playing 
in  a  poor  gymnasium  at  Livermore,  were  defeated  by  a  single  point. 
The  game  was  hard-fought  from  start  to  finish,  neither  team  being  able 
to  score  to  a  very  great  extent. 

Berkeley  23— St.  Mary's  18 
In  this  contest  with  St.  Mary's  the  Berkeley  team  made  a  poor 
showing.    This  cast  gloom  over  the  minds  of  Berkeley's  supporters  as 
it  was  thought  that  the  team  would  not  play  well  against  Willits  on  the 
following  Saturday. 

Berkeley  46— Willits  22 

This  was  the  semi-final  contest  of  the  North  Coast  section,  and  the 
Yellowjackets  found  no  difficulty  in  defeating  the  Willits  team.  Berke- 
ley's fast  passing  and  accuracy  in  shooting,  together  with  a  strong  de- 
fense, were  too  much  for  the  Northerners  who  were  unable  to  stop  the 
fast  attacks. 

Berkeley  28 — San  Jose  13 

By  defeating  San  Jose's  basketball  team,  the  Red  and  Gold  bas- 
keters  won  the  North  Coast  sectional  title  and  the  right  to  play  Placer 
in  the  semi-final  state  game.  Although  Berkeley's  playing  was  not 
what  it  should  have  been,  San  Jose  was  outplayed  throughout  the  con- 
test. Berkeley's  score  was  boosted  continually  and  steadily  while  San 
Jose  was  able  to  score  only  at  intervals. 


Berkeley  25 — Auburn  High  13 

The  Yellowjackets  won  the  right  to  represent  Northern  California 
in  the  final  state  game  when  they  defeated  the  strong  Placer  Union 
High  team  of  Auburn.  This  contest  proved  to  be  a  fast  one,  the  Yel- 
lowjackets being  compelled  to  fight  hard  for  every  point  they  scored. 

Berkeley  21 — Fresno  15 

In  this,  the  final  State  Championship  contest,  the  Yellowjackets 
climaxed  the  season  with  one  of  the  finest  games  and  most  remarkable 
victories  of  the  year.  A  large  number  of  Berkeley  High  supporters 
followed  the  team  to  Fresno  where  the  game  was  played  and  where 
they  witnessed  the  best  game  of  the  season. 

Fresno's  team  of  experienced  players  put  up  a  hard  fight,  but  the 
strong  defense  of  the  Red  and  Gold  hoopsters  and  the  fast  playing  of 
Sears  and  Dougery  were  too  much  for  the  losers.  Berkeley  obtained  an 
early  lead  which  practically  won  the  game,  for  Fresno  never  caught  up 
with  the  Yellowjackets,  but  Berkeley  was  never  more  than  six  points  in

The  130's 


This  season's  class  B  basketball  team,  although  it  met  defeat  by  a 
narrow  margin  in  the  final  North  Coast  sectional  contest,  proved  to  be 
one  of  the  strongest  weight  teams  ever  turned  out  at  Berkeley  High. 

Coach  Al  Parker,  with  only  two  veterans  of  last  year's  team  signed 
up  at  the  beginning  of  the  season,  managed  to  develop  the  lightweights 
into  a  formidable  aggregation  which  defeated  practically  every  local 
team  in  its  class  and  many  heavier  teams. 

Because  Berkeley  High's  lightweights  were  the  only  outfit  entered 
in  the  class  B  schedule  of  the  A.  C.  A.  L.,  the  Yellowjackets  were  given 
the  right  to  the  league  title. 

Berkeley  played  Sebastopol  for  the  N.  C.  S.  title  in  class  B.  This 
game  was  played  at  Sebastopol  in  a  small  gymnasium  and  the  Yellow- 
jackets  were  defeated  by  a  score  of  18-16. 

The  gymnasium  in  which  the  game  was  played  was  small  and 
crowded  with  beams  thirteen  feet  above  the  floor  which  was  a  great 
handicap  to  the  team.  Berkeley  was  outplayed  in  the  first  half,  but 
played  their  opponents  off  their  feet  in  the  second  half,  however,  they 
were  unable  to  overtake  the  lead. 

The  following  men  were  on  the  team  this  year:  Capt.  Morrison, 
Scarlett,  Horner,  Chandra,  Agostini,  Cowen,  Barnes,  Matteson  and  Hig- 
gins. 


BERKELEY  HiGH  Started  the  1924  baseball  season  with  an  abund- 
ance of  good  material  with  which  to  round  out  a  well-balanced 
team.    Although  only  a  handful  of  men  were  out  for  baseball 
who  had  played  before,  Coach  Jennings,  nevertheless,  was  able 
to  train  some  of  the  inexperienced  and  to  turn  out  one  of  the  best  prep 
teams  in  this  vicinity. 

In  the  earlier  games  of  the  season  the  Yellowjackets  played  indif- 
ferently and  it  looked  as  though  they  would  not  stand  a  chance  against 
Alameda  or  Piedmont  in  the  A.  C.  A.  L.  games,  but  Berkeley  showed 
great  improvement  as  the  league  games  approached  and  came  through 
with  one  of  the  best  teams  in  the  Alameda  County  League.  The  team 
showed  its  ranking  when  it  defeated  the  strong  Piedmont  nine  in  two 
games  straight. 

As  the  season  progressed  the  Yellowjackets  played  a  style  of  game 
which  became  better  and  better  until  in  the  last  few  contests  the  Red 
and  Gold  baseball  team  loomed  up  as  one  of  the  stronger  high  school 
nines  in  the  state.  Considering  the  fact  that  the  support  from  the 
student  body  received  by  the  team  was  not  what  it  should  have  been, 
great  credit  is  due  the  team  for  the  progress  they  have  made  in  league 
games. 

Individuals 

The  success  of  this  year's  baseball  team  is  largely  due  to  the  efforts 
of  Coach  Jennings  who  was  able  to  round  into  shape  a  strong  team  out 
of  a  large  number  of  inexperienced  candidates  who  came  out  for  base- 
ball at  the  beginning  of  the  season.  His  ability  to  put  baseball  knowl- 
edge into  the  heads  of  his  men  was  largely  responsible  for  his  success  as 
a  coach  of  this  year's  team.  He  was  well  liked  by  the  members  of  the 
team  and  was  highly  respected  by  them. 

Ed  Combatalade  who  played  first  base  and  was  later  shifted  to  the 
shortstop  position  and  who  was  also  somewhat  of  a  pitcher  was  the  only 
letter  man  on  the  team  and  proved  to  be  the  most  valuable.  Because 
the  team  did  not  have  a  captain  at  the  beginning  of  the  season  it  was 
found  necessary  to  elect  one,  and  Combatalade  was  the  one  named  to 
serve  in  that  capacity  which  shows  his  ability  as  a  leader  and  a  good 
baseball  player.    He  graduates  this  term. 

Berkeley  was  fortunate  in  having  for  catcher  again  this  season 
Harry  Stoops  who  played  in  that  position  last  year.  He  played  well 
throughout  the  season,  showing  great  improvement  over  his  perform- 


ances  of  the  previous  year  which  would  be  a  hard  thing  for  anyone  to  do. 
Stoops  will  not  be  on  the  team  next  year. 

Joel  Grimshaw,  Berkeley's  star  hurler,  is  one  of  the  best  mounds- 
men  that  ever  wore  the  Berkeley  High  colors.  Through  the  entire  sea- 
son his  pitching  was  consistently  of  a  first  class  style  and  without  him 
the  team  would  not  have  been  the  success  that  it  was.  He  always  used 
good  head  work  when  pitching  and  this  won  for  him  the  distinction  of 
being  the  best  pitcher  in  the  A.  C.  A.  L.  His  loss  next  season  will  be 
greatly  felt. 

Dick  Cobb  held  down  second  base  in  fine  style  this  season  and  was 
a  valuable  man  to  the  team.  His  batting  was  good  as  well  as  was  his 
defensive  playing.  He  put  scores  of  his  opponents  out  at  second  base 
during  the  season.    He  graduates  this  June. 

Hooper,  a  veteran  of  last  year's  baseball  team,  again  held  down  his 
position  at  shortstop.  He  was  a  valuable  man  in  the  earlier  games  of 
the  season  and  will  be  a  great  help  to  next  season's  team. 

When  Combatalade  was  shifted  from  first  base  to  shortstop,  his  place 
was  taken  by  Ned  Green  who  was  one  of  the  most  consistent  players  on 
the  team.  He  was  a  heavy  hitter  and  for  that  reason  was  very  danger- 
ous to  his  opponents  as  well  as  valuable  to  the  Yellowjackets.  He  is  a 
high  Senior. 

Roger  Sears,  after  the  basketball  season  was  over,  came  out  for  the 
baseball  team  and  met  with  little  difficulty  in  finding  a  position.  He 
played  at  third  base  and  at  the  shortstop  position  and  was  one  of  the 
best  players  on  the  squad.    He  is  lost  to  next  season's  team. 

Devore  played  consistently  at  third  base,  allowing  very  few  of  his 
opponents  to  pass  his  corner  of  the  diamond.  As  a  batter  he  proved  to 
be  one  of  the  best  and  was  responsible  for  many  of  Berkeley's  scores 
throughout  the  season. 

The  strongest  man  in  the  outfield  was  "Red"  Anderson  who  played 
left  field.  His  performances  both  at  bat  and  in  the  field  made  him  stand 
out  as  a  real  ball  player. 

Moisan,  Wyatt  and  Gilmore  could  always  be  depended  upon  to  play 
the  outfield  positions  well  and  were  a  great  asset  to  the  team. 

Kuhlken  and  Schmidt  pitched  for  the  Yellowjackets  whenever 
needed.  Thaxter,  also,  was  always  on  hand  to  take  the  position  on  the 
mound.    All  three  of  these  hurlers  knew  how  to  play  baseball. 

A  large  number  of  men  came  out  for  baseball  and,  although  they 
did  not  play  in  every  game,  nevertheless  they  made  it  hard  for  those  who 
did  play  in  every  game  to  keep  their  positions  and  did  not  allow  them 
to  "loaf".  These  men  are:  Malcolm  Devore,  Ed  Combatalade,  Ray 
Gilmore,  Herbert  Dreyer,  Ray  Scholz,  Harry  Stoops,  Charles  Moisan, 
Bert  McCord,  Arthur  Hargrave,  Joel  Grimshaw,  Alton  Hooper,  Richard 
Cobb,  Harold  Svendsgard,  Carmelo  Lofaso,  Alfred  Anderson,  Roger

The  Tech  team  was  one  of  the  hard- 
est opponents  the  Yellowjackets  could  pick  for  their  first  game,  but  the 
Red  and  Gold  baseballers  were  able  to  keep  Tech's  score  down. 

Berkeley  0 — Concordia  College  1 
IMany  strike-outs  were  the  outstanding  features  of  this  game  for 
both  teams.    Both  teams  played  airtight  ball,  very  few  errors  being 
made.    Kuhlken  pitched  for  the  Yellowjackets  until  he  was  relieved  by 
Grimshaw  in  the  seventh  inning. 

Berkeley  1 — Fremont  6 
Berkeley  played  a  poor  game  against  Fremont,  having  many  errors 
chalked  up  against  them.    Four  of  Fremont's  runs  were  made  in  the 
first  inning  and  the  other  two  in  the  sixth.    Berkeley's  one  run  came 
with  the  second  time  at  bat  and  was  scored  by  Combatalade. 

Berkeley  4 — California  Freshmen  13 

This  game  was  a  poor  exhibition  of  baseball.  Although  their  op- 
ponents did  not  seem  to  have  what  could  be  considered  a  strong  team, 
the  Yellowjackets  were  completely  outclassed  by  them.  Berkeley  made 
many  errors  from  over-throws. 

Berkeley  25 — IMohawk  4 

The  ]\Iohawks.  a  team  that  had  previously  defeated  the  Yellow- 
jackets. were  no  match  for  the  Berkeley  High  team  in  this  game.  The 
playing  of  the  Yellowjackets  was  a  decided  improvement  over  the  Fresh- 
men game.  In  comparison  with  other  games  Berkeley  made  very  few 
errors. 

Berkeley  2 — St.  ]vlary's  College  Second  \'arsity  7 

Berkeley  made  a  good  showing  against  their  older  opponents  in  this 
game.  The  college  men  made  most  of  their  runs  in  the  fourth  inning 
when  two  home  runs  were  clouted  out.  one  right  after  the  other.  Both 
teams  were  held  scoreless  for  the  first  three  innings. 

Berkeley  6 — Oakland  High  7 
The  Oaklanders  took  an  early  lead  in  this  game  b\'  scoring  four 
runs  in  the  first  inning  and  the  Yellowjackets  could  not  catch  up  with 
this  score  until  the  fourth  inning  when  Berkeley  made  its  fifth  and 


sixth  runs  and  the  Red  and  Gold  took  the  lead.  Grimshaw  pitched  a 
good  game  for  Berkeley. 

Berkeley  8 — Lowell  High  1 
In  this  game  the  first  indications  that  the  Yellowjackets  were  improv- 
ing were  evidenced.    Berkeley  took  an  early  lead  and  found  little  diffi- 
culty in  scoring  on  the  San  Franciscans. 

Berkeley  1 — Oakland  Tech  3 
The  fast  Tech  team  found  tough  opposition  in  the  Berkeley  High 
team  but  they  were  able  to  come  out  on  the  long  end  of  the  score. 
Although  the  Yellowjackets  seemed  to  outplay  their  opponents  on  the 
defense,  the  Oaklanders  were  superior  in  batting. 

Berkeley  4 — Concordia  College  2 
This  was  one  of  the  most  interesting  games  of  the  season  and  was 
won  by  the  Berkeleyans  who  played  practically  errorless  ball.  The  game 
was  full  of  thrills  and  was  fiercely-fought  throughout  every  inning.  Gil- 
more  caused  a  sensation  when  he  knocked  the  ball  out  into  the  tall  grass 
for  a  home  run.    He  made  three  hits  in  as  many  times  at  bat. 

Berkeley  0 — Alameda  6 

Berkeley  lost  to  Alameda  by  a  score  of  6  to  0  in  the  first  game  of 
the  A.  C.  A.  L.  The  game  was  played  at  Lincoln  Park,  Alameda.  On 
the  defense  the  Yellowjackets  played  as  well  as  did  their  opponents  but 
were  outclassed  by  the  Alameda  baseballers  when  at  bat. 

Berkeley  3 — Piedmont  2 

In  one  of  the  closest  contests  played  thus  far  during  the  season, 
Berkeley  High's  baseball  team  proved  its  strength  by  winning  from 
Piedmont  by  a  one-point  margin.  Combatalade  pitched  for  the  Yellow- 
jackets and  showed  that  he  was  able  to  take  the  position  on  the  mound 
quite  well. 

Berkeley  8 — Piedmont  2 

The  Red  and  Gold  ball  tossers  completely  outclassed  the  Piedmont 
Highlanders  in  the  second  game  played  with  them.  The  game  was  an 
easy  victory  for  the  Yellowjackets,  although  Piedmont  put  up  a  hard 
fight  in  the  first  four  innings. 

Berkeley  8 — Hay  ward  1 
Playing  air-tight  ball  throughout  the  game,  the  Yellowjackets  came 
out  on  top  in  the  first  contest  with  the  Hayward  Union  High  nine,  win- 
ning by  a  score  of  8  to  L  Berkeley's  scoring  was  started  when  Ned 
Green  clouted  out  a  home  run  with  two  men  on  bases.  The  game  was 
full  of  thrills,  most  of  which  were  in  favor  of  Berkeley. 


HANDICAPPED  with  Only  two  letter  men,  Zarley  and  Pratt,  Coach 
Goodwin  has  developed  a  well-balanced  team.  Zarley  and  Pratt 
ran  their  races  in  impressive  fashion  making  good  time  in  all 
the  meets.  New  stars  such  as  Weissel,  Chambers,  Frentrup, 
Hillerman  and  Pidgeon  were  discovered  and  developed  into  first-class 
track  men.  One  thing  that  made  the  track  team  a  success  was  the  con- 
sistent performances  which  these  men  made.  Many  other  men,  with 
less  experience,  such  as  Garfinkel,  Vilen,  Smith,  Lynn,  Chandra,  Abbott 
and  Madison  were  developed.  The  second  and  third  places  which  are  so 
necessary  in  winning  a  meet  were  taken  by  these  men.  Most  of  these 
should  become  stars  and  fill  the  places  of  those  who  graduate  before 
another  season. 

Although  Berkeley  lost  the  North  Coast  meet,  the  season  was  very 
successful.  With  such  a  handicap  as  Coach  Goodwin  had  to  face,  the 
results  were  far  better  than  expected.  Many  of  the  stars  of  the  120- 
Ib.  class,  who  helped  win  many  meets,  are  the  future  stars  of  the  un- 
limited division.  Next  year's  track  captain  is  Ford  Weissel  who  has 
developed  into  a  first  class  miler.  Next  year  should  see  him  as  one  of 
the  fastest  distance  men  in  the  state.  The  Pod  wishes  him  all  the 
success  in  the  world  for  next  year. 

Individuals 

Captain  Zarley  was  the  fastest  man  on  the  track  team  this  year. 
He  consistently  broke  the  tape  in  the  100  and  220  which  helped  Berke- 
ley win  their  meets.  Although  out  of  the  first  few  meets  because  of  a 
minor  operation,  Zarley  quickly  got  into  shape  and  became  one  of  the 
fastest  men  in  the  state.  As  a  member  of  the  relay  team  and  as  a 
broad  jumper  he  also  made  good.  His  ability  as  a  leader  had  much  to 
do  with  the  success  of  the  team.  As  Brown  graduates  before  next 
season  there  will  be  a  big  vacancy  left  which  will  be  hard  to  fill. 

Pratt,  a  veteran  of  two  years  standing,  "did  his  stuff"  in  the  220 
and  440  in  a  very  impressive  fashion.  In  most  of  the  meets  he  showed 
his  opponents  a  clean  pair  of  heels.  He  also  ran  the  last  lap  in  the 
relay.  He  leaves  behind  a  wonderful  record  and  a  vacancy  which  will 
be  hard  to  fill. 

Weissel  is  a  small  but  capable  miler  who  has  shown  many  a  larger 
opponent  the  proper  way  to  run  the  mile.    His  spectacular  sprinting 


finish  shows  his  quahty  and  has  won  many  races.  Great  things  are 
expected  from  Weissel  next  season. 

Chambers  was  Berkeley's  best  bet  in  the  880  which  he  ran  well. 
With  his  consistent  running  he  could  always  be  depended  on  to  get  a 
place.    Berkeley  loses  a  good  man  as  he  graduates  in  June. 

Frentrup  is  another  sprinter  who  has  made  fast  time  in  the  100  and 
220.  He  usually  always  beats  his  man  in  his  lap  in  the  relay.  A  great 
track  career  is  ahead  of  him  in  Berkeley  High. 

Beekhuis,  famed  as  a  swimmer,  garnered  many  points  for  the  Red 
and  Gold  in  the  high  jump  and  shot  put.  He  was  Berkeley's  best  bet  in 
these  events.    He  graduates  next  December. 

Hillerman  is  a  pole  vaulter  and  a  broad  jumper  of  no  mean  ability. 
He  could  always  be  depended  on  for  points. 

Garfinkel  in  the  shot  put  and  discus  proved  to  be  an  able  point 
getter  for  the  Yellowjackets. 

Madison's  specialty  was  the  low  hurdles  which  he  cleared  in  fast 
time.    A  great  career  is  ahead  of  him. 

Pidgeon  was  another  high  jumper  who  cleared  the  bar  at  5^  feet. 
He  also  displayed  his  abihty  in  the  high  hurdles. 

Smith  is  another  man  who  represented  Berkeley  in  the  high  stick. 
He  gave  all  of  his  opponents  a  hard  fight. 

Chandra  is  another  fast  100  and  220  man.  His  running  in  the  relay 
was  always  above  par. 

Lynn  is  a  consistent  point  getter  in  the  pole  vault.  The  higher 
the  bar,  the  better  he  likes  it. 

Vilen  is  a  miler  who  captured  many  second  and  third  places  which 
are  so  necessary  in  a  meet. 

Abbott  heaved  the  shot  for  many  a  point.  He  is  one  of  Berkeley's 
best  men  in  this  event. 

Van  Metre,  although  small,  made  fast  time  in  the  100  and  showed 
many  a  larger  man  how  to  throw  the  javelin. 

Edy  ran  the  440  in  good  time.  His  fast  stride  made  him  a  hard 
man  to  beat. 

House  belonged  to  the  Class  B  (120-lb.)  team  who  helped  the 
unlimited  division  win  many  meets.  He  was  Berkeley's  best  man  for 
the  50  and  220.    He  also  showed  his  hand  with  the  8  lb.  shot. 

Wentz  is  another  fast  man  in  the  50  and  220  in  the  120  lb.  class. 

Wilmshurst  and  Doe  were  also  two  men  who  excelled  in  the  50  and 
220  in  the  120  lb.  class.    Doe  also  heaved  the  shot. 


The  Cragmont  Meet 

For  the  first  meet  of  the  year  Berkeley  showed  up  in  fine  style  by 
winning  with  a  score  of  82  to  80^.  Most  of  the  Cragmont  men  were 
old  Berkeley  stars,  such  as  Cannon  and  Sterling.  These  men  were  able 
to  capture  most  of  the  field  events  but  in  the  track  the  Yellowjackets 
showed  their  superiority.  Zarley,  Pratt,  Weissel,  and  Chambers  all 
captured  first  places.  Hillerman,  Beekhuis,  and  Pidgeon  showed  up  well 
in  the  field  events.  With  such  a  well-balanced  team  the  Red  and  Gold 
squad  will  be  hard  to  beat. 

The  Fremont  Meet 

Competing  against  another  high  school,  Berkeley  came  out  at  the 
long  end  of  the  score,  winning  by  five  points,  the  score  being  68 — 63. 
Zarley,  Pratt,  and  Chambers  captured  first  places  in  their  events.  Weis- 
sel was  nosed  out  at  the  finish  of  a  fast  mile.  Hillerman  took  first  place 
in  the  broad  jump  and  second  in  the  pole  vault.  Berkeley  won  the  relay. 
If  the  Yellowjackets  keep  up  their  fine  pace  they  will  finish  with  high 
honors  this  season. 

The  Stanford  Frosh  Meet 

Although  Stanford  freshmen  won  the  meet,  Berkeley  placed  first 
among  the  high  schools  with  30  points.  The  Stanford  Frosh  scored  72 
points.  Most  of  the  Yellowjacket  points  were  made  from  second  and 
third  places.  Hillerman  took  second  in  the  broad  jump  and  third  in  the 
pole  vault.  Weissel,  Pratt,  and  Chambers  all  got  third  places  with 
Beekhuis  tying  in  the  high  jump.  This  meet  showed  Berkeley's  strength 
against  older  men. 

Oakland  Tech  Meet 

At  Moss  Park,  Berkeley  met  its  first  defeat  at  the  hands  of  a  high 
school  team.  The  loss  of  Captain  Zarley  was  sorely  felt  in  the  sprints. 
Frentrup  placed  second  in  the  100-  and  220-yard  dashes.  Chambers 
and  Weissel  also  captured  second  places.  Pratt  and  Hillerman  captured 
Berkeley's  only  first  places  in  the  unlimited  division.  The  120-pound 
team  added  many  points  to  the  score.  The  day  ended  in  an  87  to  76 
victory  for  Tech. 

The  Mt.  Diablo  Meet 

The  boys  from  Contra  Costa  County  came  down  and  handed  Berke- 
ley their  second  defeat.  Pratt  and  Weissel  won  the  440  and  the  mile,  re- 
spectively.   Hillerman,  the  dependable,  captured  his  usual  first  place. 


Frentrup,  Smith,  and  Chambers  captured  second  places  in  their  events. 
No  fast  times  were  made  because  the  meet  was  held  at  the  Berkeley 
Oval.  Berkeley  won  the  relay,  bringing  the  final  score  for  Berkeley  to 
57  1/3  points.    Mr.  Diablo  scored  60  2/3  points. 

The  Santa  Cruz-San  Jose  Meet 

Berkeley  lost  a  triangular  meet,  scoring  38  points  against  70  points 
for  San  Jose  and  44  points  for  Santa  Cruz.  Hillerman  and  Pratt  were 
the  only  Berkeley  men  to  capture  first  places.  Chambers,  Weissel,  Frent- 
rup, Beekuis,  Pidgeon,  Madison,  and  Smith  added  points  to  Berkeley's 
score.  The  men  seemed  weakened  because  of  their  long  trip  and  did  not 
show  up  as  well  as  expected.  This  meet  ended  Berkeley's  preliminary 
training  with  all  men  in  good  condition,  excepting  Zarley  who  was  out 
for  the  last  four  meets. 

A.  C.  A.  L.  Meet 

Berkeley  won  one  of  the  most  hotly  contested  meets  in  the  history 
of  the  league.  Pratt  won  the  440  in  exceptionally  fast  time.  Weissel 
and  Hillerman  also  captured  first  places.  The  other  Berkeley  men 
showed  up  to  a  good  advantage  and  captured  many  places.  The  final 
score  was  76  with  Alameda  close  on  Berkeley's  heels  with  70  points. 

The  North  Coast  Meet 

Berkeley  lost  this  meet,  only  scoring  7  points.  Alameda,  having 
previously  been  defeated  by  Berkeley  in  the  A.  C.  A.  L.,  won  this  meet 
with  a  large  score.  Berkeley  arrived  on  the  scene  of  the  meet  late  which 
kept  several  Berkeley  stars  from  competing.  Pratt  captured  a  third 
place  in  the  440  and  Weissel  a  fourth  in  the  mile.  This  meet  ends  the 
track  season  for  the  Yellowjackets. 


iTH  eight  veterans  left  from  last  year's  team  the  outlook  for 
this  year  was  very  bright.  The  inter-advisory  meets  had 
many  surprises  which  showed  that  no  one  had  a  settled  place 
on  the  team.  Among  the  new  men  Hargrave,  a  senior  from 
Oakland  Tech,  proved  to  be  the  most  valuable.  He  could  always  be 
counted  on  for  a  place.  Walton,  a  scrub,  also  finished  up  the  season 
well,  taking  first  place  in  all  the  meets.  Mainwaring  and  Lowe  were 
two  other  bright-looking  prospects  who  made  the  team.  With  such  a 
group  any  coach  would  have  been  satisfied. 

When  Alameda  won  the  A.  C.  A.  L.  it  was  a  surprise  to  all.  Even 
then  Berkeley  fought  hard  to  win  the  C.  I.  F.  only  to  lose  by  three  points. 
Coach  Golden  offers  no  excuse  for  their  losing  but  is  wisely  planning  for 
next  year. 

Individuals 

Coach  Golden  deserves  much  credit  for  the  fine  team  which  he  has 
turned  out.  This  year's  squad  was  composed  of  eight  veterans  and 
twelve  new  men,  all  of  whom  have  been  developed  into  first  class  men. 

In  the  spring  of  1922  Captain  Barton  ( "Gus" )  Brown  first  attracted 
attention  to  himself  by  winning  the  150-yard  event  in  the  130-pound 
class,  of  the  N.  C.  S.  of  the  C.  I.  F.  held  at  Sutro  Baths. 

At  the  end  of  the  season,  for  the  Stockton  meet,  Gus  was  changed 
to  the  220-yard  free  style.  He  showed  up  so  well  in  that  meet  that 
Coach  Golden  entered  him  as  first  place  man  in  all  the  220-  and  440- 
yard  events  during  the  1923  season. 

History  repeats  itself,  so  at  the  close  of  the  Stockton  meet,  and  the 
1923  season,  because  Barton  Brown  had  been  one  of  the  most  consistent 
point  winners  of  the  season,  he  was  elected  captain  for  the  season  of 
1924. 

Though  one  of  the  smallest  men  on  the  entire  squad,  the  captain 
proved  himself  one  of  the  most  consistent  and  reliable  men  wearing  the 
Red  and  Gold  in  the  water. 

Frank  Oliphant,  a  veteran  of  two  years'  experience,  developed  a 
capable  back  stroke  which  enabled  him  to  capture  many  first  places  in 
the  meets  this  year.  Plunging  was  another  one  of  his  accomplishments 
which  enabled  him  to  add  many  points  to  the  total  score.  Berkeley 
loses  a  good  man  as  he  graduates  in  June. 


Jack  Mulgardt,  a  small  but  capable  breast  stroke  man  from  last 
year's  team,  had  a  fighting  finish  which  enabled  him  to  win  races  in  the 
last  few  seconds.  He  also  was  a  diver  of  excellent  quality  and  swam 
one  lap  in  the  six-man  relay  team.  By  next  year  he  should  develop  into 
one  of  the  fastest  breast  stroke  swimmers  in  the  C.  I.  F. 

"Dutch"  Clymer  upheld  his  last  year's  fine  record  in  the  50-  and 
100-yard  dashes.  His  consistent  swimming  gained  many  first  places  in 
the  meets.  He  could  always  be  depended  upon  to  best  his  man  in  the 
relay.  He  leaves  a  remarkable  record  behind  him.  "Dutch"  graduates 
before  another  season. 

"Will"  Retelle,  from  last  year's  130-pound  squad,  tried  his  hand  in 
the  unlimited  division,  swimming  the  220  and  one  lap  in  the  relay.  In 
both  of  these  events  he  showed  to  a  good  advantage.  Another  great 
season  awaits  him  at  Berkeley  High. 

"Dinty"  Moore,  Berkeley's  stellar  diver,  repeated  his  performance 
of  last  year  in  an  impressive  fashion.  His  diving  has  caused  him  to  be 
rated  as  one  of  the  best  divers  in  state  sport  circles.  He  leaves  behind 
a  space  which  will  be  hard  to  fill  and  a  remarkable  record  for  a  high 
school  diver. 

"Fat"  Doyle,  Berkeley's  best  bet  in  the  plunge,  has  upheld  his 
reputation  as  a  long-distance  diver.  His  ability  to  hold  his  breath  under 
difficult  conditions  enabled  him  to  out-distance  his  rivals.  He  leaves 
Berkeley  with  an  extra  large  cavity  to  fill. 

Beekhuis,  a  long,  lanky  high-jumper,  could  also  swim  the  220  in 
exceptionally  fast  time.  This  brilliant  veteran  of  two  years'  standing 
leaves  the  Red  and  Gold  before  another  swimming  season  comes  around 
again. 

"Cy"  Dam  swam  the  50  and  220  in  his  dependable  way.  His  lap  in 
the  relay  was  always  won.  This  season  ends  his  successful  two-year 
career  as  a  swimmer  under  the  Red  and  Gold  banner. 

Coming  from  Oakland  Tech,  Art  Hargrave  developed  into  one  of 
the  fastest  prep  school  sprinters  in  the  state.  Fast  time  in  the  50-  and 
100-yard  dashes  could  always  be  expected  from  this  phenomenal  swim- 
mer. Unfortunately  he  graduates  in  June,  having  competed  one  year 
for  Berkeley. 

Walton,  a  scrub,  showed  many  older  men  that  he  was  a  man  to  be 
feared  in  the  back  stroke.  He  was  also  the  fastest  man  in  the  130-pound 
division.   A  great  future  is  ahead  of  him  at  Berkeley. 

Mainwaring,  a  first-year  man,  showed  lots  of  fight  in  the  50-  and 
150-yard  dashes  in  the  120-pound  class.  Having  two  more  years  under 
the  Red  and  Gold,  he  ought  to  develop  into  a  remarkable  sprinter. 

Heder,  another  first  year  man,  shows  promise  in  the  440.  His  hard 
fight  makes  him  a  difficult  man  to  beat.  i\Iuch  can  be  expected  of  him 
in  next  season's  distance  races. 


Bob  Zecher,  the  smallest  man  on  the  squad,  has  developed  into  a 
fast  150-yard  man  in  the  130-pound  class.  He  has  another  year  to  com- 
pete for  the  Yellowjackets. 

Lowe,  a  breast  stroke  man,  shows  a  great  possibility  for  next  year's 
team.  He  took  second  and  third  places  in  the  meets  this  year  which  are 
so  essential  for  a  swimming  team. 

Alphonso  Macaventa  swam  the  100-yard  breast  stroke  in  a  remark- 
able fast  time.  He  showed  up  especially  well  in  the  earlier  meets  of  the 
season.    He  graduates  before  another  season. 

Neasham,  one  of  the  big  boys,  plunged  his  first  year  for  Berkeley. 
Next  year  he  ought  to  develop  into  an  excellent  plunger. 

Patterson,  another  of  Berkeley's  representatives  in  the  plunge,  has 
another  season  ahead  of  him.  He  also  made  good  time  in  the  100-yard 
breast  stroke. 

Lee  Searight,  a  hard-working  manager,  helped  Coach  Golden  in 
many  respects.  He  is  only  a  scrub  so  he  has  a  great  career  ahead  of  him 
under  the  Red  and  Gold  banner.  He  is  also  a  good  sprint  and  back 
stroke  man. 

Inter-advisory 

To  get  the  student  body  interested  in  swimming  and  to  determine 
the  prospects  for  1924,  Berkeley  held  its  first  inter-advisory  meets. 
Many  new  and  promising  men  turned  out  to  these  meets  which  were  met 
with  a  wonderful  success.  Because  of  lack  of  time  the  finals  could  not 
be  held.   The  high  seniors  had  Mr.  Christensen's  and  Mr.  Golden's  ad- 


visories  in  the  lead.  Miss  Webb's  advisory  led  the  low  seniors;  Mrs. 
Weir's  and  Miss  Wheeler's  advisories  led  the  high  middlers;  Mr.  Steven- 
son's led  the  low  middlers;  and  Mr.  Winter's  and  Mr.  Perry's  the  high 
scrubs;  Mrs.  Strand's  and  Mr.  Smith's  led  the  low  scrubs.  All  these 
finished  with  no  defeats.  The  inter-advisory  meet  in  the  end  turned  into 
an  interclass  meet.  The  seniors  won  with  scrubs  second,  and  middlers 
third.  In  these  meets  the  prospects  of  the  team  could  be  seen  in  action 
which  aided  Coach  Golden  to  a  great  extent. 

Y.  M.  I.  vs.  Berkeley 

In  the  first  meet  of  the  season  the  Yellowjackets  showed  that  they 
could  be  a  team  to  be  feared  in  future  meets.  Although  competing 
against  larger  fellows,  they  captured  the  meet  with  but  little  difficulty. 
Captain  Brown,  Mulgardt,  Clymer,  Hargrave,  Walton,  and  Neasham 
all  took  first  places.  The  relay  team  was  also  victorious.  Beekhuis, 
Lowe,  Patterson,  and  Moore  added  other  points  to  the  score.  "Dinty" 
Moore  was  handicapped  in  diving  because  of  the  low  three-foot  board. 
If  the  squad  keeps  up  the  good  work  of  this  meet,  they  will  make  a 
strong  bid  for  the  state  title. 

Belmont  Academy  vs.  Berkeley 

In  the  second  meet  of  the  year  the  Red  and  Gold  swimmers  went 
down  to  a  defeat  against  the  strong  Belmont  squad.  The  long  trip  and 
the  witnessing  of  a  bad  accident  so  weakened  the  men  that  they  were 
unable  to  compete  to  the  best  of  their  ability.  Moore  and  Walton  were 
the  only  ones  in  the  squad  who  captured  first  places.  Clymer,  Dam, 
Retelle.  Hargrave,  Doyle  and  Neasham  all  managed  to  capture  places. 
As  the  Belmont  swimmers  were  all  older  and  Hawaiians,  this  meet 
should  not  be  counted  as  an  important  showdown  of  the  squad.  Although 
the  time  was  not  as  fast  as  in  previous  meets,  the  poor  pool  handicapped 
the  men  on  their  turns. 

S.  F.  Poly  vs.  Berkeley 

For  the  first  time  Berkeley  High  mermen  found  themselves  pitted 
against  another  high  school.  Poly  got  only  one  first  place  out  of  the 
meet  and  that  was  in  the  220.  The  Yellowjackets  won  the  other  events 
in  fast  time.  Clymer  and  Hargrave  both  won  their  events  in  record 
time.  Walton,  Doyle,  Lowe,  and  Mainwaring  all  captured  their  special 
events.  Berkeley  also  won  the  relay.  Several  of  the  Berkeley  stars  did 
not  swim  in  this  meet  as  they  were  preparing  for  the  A.  C.  A.  L.  meet 
which  was  only  two  days  away.  Those  that  did  swim  did  it  in  cham- 
pionship time  and  style. 


A.  C.  A.  L. 


For  the  first  time  in  years  Alameda  won  the  A.  C.  A.  L.  meet  by 
defeating  the  Red  and  Gold  swimmers.  The  meet  was  exciting  through- 
out, although  the  Berkeley  mermen  seemed  weakened  from  the  S.  F. 
Poly  meet.  Doyle,  Clymer,  and  Walton  were  the  only  Berkeley  stars 
who  showed  up  in  real  style.  Doyle  plunged  66  feet,  which  is  good  for 
a  first  place  in  any  meet.  Clymer  and  Walton  both  made  good  time  in 
the  50-yard  free  style  and  50-yard  back  stroke,  respectively.  No  relay 
was  held  because  there  were  none  of  the  necessary  facilities  to  hold  it. 

This  meet  does  not  put  the  Yellow  jackets  out  of  the  swimming 
because  they  have  another  chance  at  the  Yellow  and  White  in  the  North 
Coast  Meet. 

North  Coast  Meet 

Berkeley  lost  the  North  Coast  meet,  for  the  first  time  in  years,  by 
three  points.  The  score  was  a  tie  until  Alameda  won  the  relay.  Har- 
grave  and  Doyle  were  the  Berkeley  stars  when  they  established  new 
records.  Hargrave  swam  the  220  in  2  min.  45  sec,  and  Doyle  plunged 
62  ft.  4  in.  Walton  captured  first  place  in  the  back  stroke  and  Retelle 
won  the  440.  Clymer  captured  second  in  the  50-  and  100-yard  dashes 
while  Moore  took  second  in  the  diving.  Captain  Brown,  Oliphant,  and 
Hargrave  all  captured  third  places.  ]\Iullgardt,  Beekhuis,  Walton,  and 
Mainwaring  captured  fourth  paces.  This  meet  ended  Berkeley's  chances 
for  the  state  chanpionship. 


HAVING  won  the  state  C.  I.  F.  championship  of  last  year  in  both 
singles  and  doubles  the  season's  prospects  for  1924  were  ex- 
ceptionally bright  and  early  meets  only  served  to  strengthen 
the  hopes  of  the  team's  supporters. 
Losing  but  one  man  from  last  year's  first  string,  the  squad  was 
largely  made  up  of  experienced  players.  Frank  Gove,  Bernard DeGiere, 
Lawrence  Cooper,  and  Arthur  Hargrave,  all  brilliant  players,  could  al- 
ways be  relied  upon  to  bring  in  winning  scores.  While  Roger  Rhoades 
holder,  with  Tom  Stow,  of  the  C.  I.  F.  doubles  title,  and  Captain  Railton 
made  up  an  experienced  nucleus  around  which  a  well-balanced  team 
was  developed. 

Although  the  team  lost  to  the  Stanford  Freshmen  in  their  first  meet 
of  the  season  they  were  able  to  gain  a  victory  of  five  matches  to  none 
over  the  St.  Mary's  College  Varsity  aggregation. 

In  the  A.  C.  A.  L.  the  team  emerged  victorious  by  a  score  of  six 
matches  to  two.  From  these  results  it  was  conceded  that  B.  H.  S.  had  a 
fine  chance  to  win  the  North  Coast  meet  and  then  duplicate  last  year's 
performance  and  capture  the  state  championship  once  more. 

In  the  past  five  years  Berkely  High  has  won  four  state  titles  in  this 
sport  and,  viewed  from  either  the  standpoint  of  past  experience  or  from 
the  skill  they  have  displayed,  this  season's  aggregation  have  proved 
themselves  equal  to  any  of  past  years. 


"A  merry  heart  doeth  good  like  a  medicine," 
and  the  fun  enjoyed  in  the  sports  and  games  of 
the  Girls'  Athletic  Association  activities  helps 
to  make  "a  merry  heart,"  thus  giving  a  wonder- 
ful relaxation  after  the  study  hours  of  the  day. 

And  not  only  does  the  vigorous  exercise 
make  for  physical  excellence,  but  the  perceptive 
faculties  are  quickened,  the  imaginative  powers 
are  increased,  and  the  wits  sharpened.  Here,  too, 
is  unselfishness  fostered,  and  team  work  and 
loyalty  developed.  Good  sportsmanship  is 
stressed  above  all  things.  The  Association  has 
been  very  active  this  term,  and  has  increased  its  membership  several 
hundred  per  cent.  There  have  been  several  open  meetings  this  term, 
followed  by  dancing,  as  well  as  an  interesting  track  meet.  Inter-class 
volley  ball  finals  were  a  tremendous  success,  and  the  girls  exhibited 
excellent  team  work,  and  a  jolly  good  spirit.  Basketball  was  the  major 
after-school  sport  at  the  beginning  of  the  term,  and  was  followed  by 
soccer  and  baseball.  Swimming  and  dancing  have  been  carried  on  all 
term.  The  attendance  for  all  the  sports  has  been  good,  and  much 
enthusiasm  has  been  shown.
